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PREFACE, 


A  HIS  Manual  of  Devotion  for  the  family 
and  closet  will  be  found,  it  is  thought,  pecu- 
liarly suited  to  the  taste  and  feelings  of  the 
pious  in  our  own  communion.  The  principal 
part  of  it  is  taken  from  our  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  and  the  rest,  which  will  appear  new 
to  many,  is  almost  entirely  drawn  from  the 
offices  for  special  occasions  in  the  Liturgy 
of  the  Church  of  England.  Two  or  three  of 
the  thanksgivings,  from  a  different  source, 
are  written  so  much  in  the  same  style  and 
spirit,  as  not  to  alter  the  cast  of  the  work; 
and  frequently  the  compiler  himself  has  thrown 
in  such  short  petitions,  or  connecting  clauses, 
as  were  necessary  to  give  a  proper  fulness  to 
some  defective  parts,  and  to  preserve  the  har- 
mony of  others.  Wherever  the  prayers  were 
complete  in  themselves,  he  has  generally 
transferred  them  as  they  stand;  wherever  they 
were  too  brief  and  imperfect,  he  has  combined 
the  substance  of  two  or  three,  or  collected  the 
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scattered  expressions  relating  to  any  particular 
subject,  so  as  to  make  one  full  and  compre- 
hensive prayer.  But  there  has  been  in  all 
cases  a  studied  regard  to  the  general  form  and 
character  of  the  Liturgy,  the  several  parts  of 
penitence,  supplication,  intercession,  thanks- 
giving, and  praise  being  kept  distinct.  The 
selections  from  the  Psalms,  and  from  the 
other  prophetic  and  poetical  parts  of  Scripture, 
are  appropriate  accompaniments  to  the  morn- 
ing and  evening  prayers;  and  these  fervent 
strains  will  enkindle  the  spirit  of  devotion, 
and  render  the  exercises  which  follow  more 
affecting  and  impressive. 

This  compilation  was  found  more  difficult 
and  laborious  than  might  be  supposed  from 
the  manner  in  which  it  is  executed;  but 
though  it  does  not  fully  equal  the  hopes  and 
wishes  of  the  compiler,  yet  he  thinks  that  it 
must  be  useful  and  acceptable  to  all  who  ad- 
mire the  elegant  simplicity,  the  reverential  fer- 
vour, the  noble  elevation  of  our  venerable  ri- 
tual, and  who  have  been  warmed  and  animated 
by  the  evangelical  spirit  which  pervades  it*

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Thou  madest  him  lower  than  the  angels,  to 
crown  him  with  glory  and  worship. 

Thou  makest  him  to  have  dominion  of  the 
works  of  thy  hands:  and  thou  hast  put  all 
things  in  subjection  under  his  feet ; 

O  Lord,  our  Governor,  how  excellent  is 
thy  name  in  all  the  world ! 

Psalm  19. 

P¥1HE  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God; 
and  the  firmament  showeth  his  handy- 
work. 

One  day  telleth  another;  and  one  night  cer- 
tifieth  another. 

There  is  neither  speech  nor  language;  but 
their  voices  are  heard  among  them. 

Their  sound  is  gone  out  into  all  lands ;  and 
their  words  into  the  ends  of  the  world. 

In  them  hath  he  set  a  tabernacle  for  the  sun ; 
which  cometh  forth  as  a  bridegroom  out  of 
his  chamber,  and  rejoiceth  as  a  giant  to  rua 
his  course. 

It  goeth  forth  from  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
heaven,  and  runneth  about  unto  the  end  of  it 
again;  and  there  is  nothing  hid  from  the  heat 
thereof.

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The  law  of  the  Lord  is  an  undefined  law, 
converting  the  soul ;  the  testimony  of  the  Lord 
is  sure,  and  giveth  wisdom  unto  the  simple. 

The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  and  re- 
joice the  heart ;  the  commandment  of  the  Lord 
is  pure,  and  giveth  light  unto  the  eyes. 

The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  and  endureth 
for  ever;  the  judgments  of  the  Lord  are  true, 
and  righteous  altogether. 

More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold,  yea, 
than  much  fine  gold  -s  sweeter  also  than  honey, 
and  the  honey-comb. 

Moreover,  by  them  is  thy  servant  taught;

Who  can  tell  how  oft  he  offendeth?  O 
cleanse  thou  me  from  my  secret  faults. 

Keep  thy  servant  also  from  presumptuous 
sins,  lest  they  get  the  dominion  over  me. 

Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  medi- 
tation of  my  heart,  be  alway  acceptable  in  thy 
sight, 

O  Lord,  my  strength,  and  my  Redeemer.

Thou  deckest  thyself  widi  light  as  it  were 
with  a  garment,  and  spread  est  out  the  heavens 
like  a  curtain. 

Who  layeth  the  beams  of  his  chambers  in 
the  waters,  and  maketh  the  clouds  his  chariot, 
and  walketh  upon  the  wings  of  the  wind. 

He  maketh  his  angels  spirits,  and  his  minis- 
ters a  flaming  fire. 

He  laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth,  that  it 
never  should  move  at  any  time. 

Thou  coveredst  it  with  the  deep  like  as  with 
a  garment;  the  waters  stand  in  the  hills. 

At  thy  rebuke  they  flee ;  at  the  voice  of  thy 
thunder  they  are  afraid. 

They  go  up  as  high  as  the  hills,  and  down 
to  the  vallies  beneath;  even  unto  the  place 
which  thou  hast  appointed  for  them. 

Thou  hast  set  them  their  bounds,  which 
they  shall  not  pass,  neither  turn  again  to  cover 
the  earth. 

He  sendeth  the  springs  into  the  rivers, 
which  run  among  the  hills. 

All  the  beasts  of  the  field  drink  thereof,  and 
the  wild  asses  quench  their  thirst. 
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Beside  them  shall  the  fowls  of  the  air  have 
their  habitation,  and  sing  among  the  branches* 

He  watereth  the  hills  from  above ;  the  earth 
is  filled  with  the  fruit  of  thy  works. 

He  bringeth  forth  grass  for  the  cattle,  and 
green  herb  for  the  service  of  men. 

That  he  may  bring  food  out  of  the  earth, 
and  wine  that  maketh  glad  the  heart  of  man; 
and  oil  to  make  him  a  cheerful  countenance, 
and  bread  to  strengthen  man's  heart. 

He  appointeth  the  moon  for  certain  seasons, 
and  the  sun  knoweth  his  going  down. 

Thou  makest  darkness,  that  it  may  be 
night;  wherein  all  the  beasts  of  the  forest  do 
move. 

The  lions,  roaring  after  their  prey,  do  seek 
their  meat  from  God.

O  Lord,  how  manifold  are  thy  works;  in 
wisdom  hast  thou  made  them  all;  the  earth 
is  full  of  thy  riches. 

So  is  the  great  and  wide  sea  also ;  wherein 
are  things  creeping  innumerable,  both  small 
and  great  beasts, 
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There  go  the  ships,  and  there  is  that  Levi- 
athan, whom  thou  hast  made  to  take  his  pas- 
time therein. 

These  wait  all  upon  thee,  that  thou  mayesl 
give  them  meat  in  due  season. 

When  thou  givest  it  them,  they  gather  it ;: 
and  when  thou  openest  thy  hand,  they  are 
filled  with  good. 

When  thou  hidest  thy  face,  they  are  trou- 
bled :  when  thou  takest  away  their  breath, 
they  die  and  are  turned  again  to  their  dust. 

When  thou  lettest  thy  breath  go  forth,  they 
shall  be  made ;  and  thou  shalt  renew  the  face 
of  the  earth. 

The  glorious  majesty  of  the  Lord  shall 
endure  for  ever;  the  Lord  shall  rejoice  in  his 
works. 

I  will  sing  unto  the  Lord  as  long  as  I  live;

He  healeth  those  that  are  broken  in  heart, 
and  giveth  medicine  to  heal  their  sickness. 

He  telleth  the  number  of  the  stars,  and  call- 
eth  them  all  by  their  names. 

Great  is  our  Lord,  and  great  is  his  powers 
yea,  and  his  wisdom  is  infinite. 

The  Lord  setteth  up  the  meek,  and  bring- 
eth  the  ungodly  down  to  the  ground.

He  hath  not  dealt  so  with  any  nation ;  nei- 
ther have  the  heathen  knowledge  of  his  laws. 

inpHE  Lord  is  King,  the  earth  may  be  glad 
thereof;  yea,  the  multitude  of  the  isles 
may  be  glad  thereof. 

Clouds  and  darkness  are  round  about  him; 
righteousness  and  judgment  are  the  habitation 
of  his  seat. 

There  shall  go  a  fire  before  him,  and  burn 
up  his  enemies  on  every  side. 

The  earth  trembled  and  quaked,  the  very 
foundations  also  of  the  hills  shook,  and  were 
removed,  because  he  was  wroth. 

There  went  a  smoke  out  in  his  presence, 
and  a  consuming  fire  out  of  his  mouth,  so  tliat 
coals  were  kindled  at  it. 

He  bowed  the  heavens  also,  and  came  down, 
and  it  was  dark  under  his  feet. 

He  rode  upon  the  Cherubim,  and  did  fly ; 
he  came  flying  upon  the  wings  of  the  wind. 
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He  made  darkness  his  secret  place,  his  pa= 
vilion  round  about  him  with  dark  water,  and 
thick  clouds  to  cover  him. 

At  the  brightness  of  his  presence  his  clouds 
removed;  hail- stones  and  coals  of  fire. 

The  Lord  also  thundered  out  of  heaven, 
and  the  Highest  gave  his  thunder ;  hail-stones 
and  coals  of  fire. 

He  sent  out  his  arrows,  and  scattered  them ; 
he  cast  forth  lightnings,  and  destroyed  them.

T  Will  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  with  my 
whole  heart,  secretly  among  the  faithful 
and  in  the  congregation* 
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The  works  of  the  Lord  are  great,  sought 
out  of  all  them  that  have  pleasure  therein. 

His  work  is  worthy  to  be  praised  and  had 
In  honour,  and  his  righteousness  endureth  for 
ever. 

By  the  word  of  the  Lord  were  the  heavens 
made,  and  all  the  hosts  of  them  by  the  breath 
of  his  mouth. 

He  gathereth  the  waters  of  the  sea  together, 
as  it  were  upon  an  heap;  and  layeth  up  the 
deep,  as  in  a  treasure-house.

To  be  used  in  Time  of  Trouble. 

Tl/f"Y  son,  despise  not  the  chastening  of  the 
Lord;  neither  be  weary  of  his  correc- 
tion: 

For  whom  the  Lord  leveth  he  correctethfl 
even  as  a  father  the  son  in  whom  he  delighteth. 

He  withdraweth  not  his  eyes  from  the  righ- 
teous : 

Yea,  he  doth  establish  them  for  ever,  and 
they  are  exalted. 
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And  if  they  be  bound  in  fetters,  and  be 
holden  in  cords  of  affliction ; 

Then  he  showeth  them  their  work,  and 
their  transgressions  that  they  have  exceeded. 

He  openeth  also  their  ear  to  discipline,  and 
commandeth  that  they  return  from  iniquity. 

Behold,  happy  is  the  man  whom  God  cor* 
recteth:  therefore  despise  not  thou  the  chas 
tening  of  the  Almighty, 

For  he  maketh  sore,  and  bindeth  up:  he 
woundeth,  and  his  hands  make  whole. 

He  shall  deliver  thee  in  six  troubles :  yea. 
in  seven  there  shall  no  evil  touch  thee. 

In  famine  he  shall  redeem  thee  from  death : 
and  in  war  from  the  power  of  the  sword. 

Thou  shalt  be  hid  from  the  scourge  of  the 
tongue:  neither  shalt  thou  be  afraid  of  de- 
struction when  it  cometh. 

And  thou  shalt  know  that  thy  tabernacle 
shall  be  in  peace ;  and  thou  shalt  visit  thy  ha- 
bitation, and  shalt  not  sin. 

Thou  shalt  come  to  thy  grave  in  a  full  age, 
like  as  a  shock  of  corn  cometh  in  in  his  season  • 

T  Am  the  man  that  hath  seen  affliction  by  the 
rod  of  his  wrath. 

O 
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And  thou  hast  removed  my  soul  far  off  from 
peace :  I  for  gat  prosperity. 

And  I  said,  My  strength  and  my  hope  is 
perished  from  the  Lord  : 

Remembering  mine  affliction  and  my  mi- 
sery,  the  wormwood  and  the  gall. 

My  soul  hath  them  still  in  remembrance, 
and  is  humbled  in  me. 

The  Lord  will  not  cast  off  for  ever : 

But  though  he  cause  grief,  yet  will  he  have 
compassion  according  to  the  multitude  of  his 
mercies. 

For  he  doth  not  afflict  willingly,  nor  grieve 
the  children  of  men. 

If  they  obey  and  serve  him,  they  shall  spend 
their  days  in  prosperity,  and  their  years  in 
pleasures. 

But  if  they  obey  not,  they  shall  perish  by 
the  sword,  and  they  shall  die  ivithout  know- 
ledge. 

But  the  hypocrites  in  heart  heap  up  wrath : 
they  cry  not  when  he  bindeth  them. 

Thou  wilt  keep  him  in  perfect  peace  whose 
mind  is  stayed  on  thee:  because  he  trusteth  in 
thee. 

Trust  ye  in  the  Lord  for  ever :  for  in  the 
Lord  Jehovah  is  everlasting  strength. 
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Although  the  fig-tree  shall  not  blossom, 
neither  shall  fruit  be  in  the  vines ;  the  labour 
of  the  olive  shall  fail,  and  the  fields  shall  yield 
no  meat ;  the  flock  shall  be  cut  off  from  the 
fold,  and  there  shall  be  no  herd  in  the  stalls : 

Yet  I  will  rejoice  in  the  Lord,  I  will  joy  in 
the  God  of  my  salvation. 

On  the  Death  of  pious  Friends* 

OHALL  we  receive  good  at  the  hand  of 
God,  and  shall  we  not  receive  evil? 

The  Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord  hath  taken 
away;  blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

But  I  would  not  have  you  to  be  ignorant, 
brethren,  concerning  them  which  are  asleep, 
that  ye  sorrow  not,  even  as  others  which  have 
no  hope. 

For  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead 
shall  be  raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be 
changed. 

For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorrup- 
tion,  and  this  mortal  must  put  on  immortality. 

So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on 
incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on 
immortality,  then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the 
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saying  that  is  written,  Death  is  swallowed  up 
in  victory. 

O  death,  where  is  thy  sting?  O  grave, 
where  is  thy  victory? 

The  sting  of  death  is  sin  ;  and  the  strength 
of  sin  is  the  law. 

But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the 
victory,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren  -,  be  ye 
steadfast,  unmoveable,  always  abounding  in 
the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know 
that  your  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

T  Heard  a  voice  from  heaven,  saying  unto 
me,  Write,  Blessed  are  the  dead  which 
die  in  the  Lord  from  henceforth :  Yea,  saitli 
the  Spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from  their  la- 
bours ;  and  their  works  do  follow  them. 

After  this  I  beheld,  and  lo,  a  great  multi- 
tude, which  no  man  could  number,  of  all  na- 
tions, and  kindreds,  and  people,  and  tongues, 
stood  before  the  throne,  and  before  the  Lamb, 
clothed  with  white  robes,  and  palms  in  their 
hands; 

And  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Sal- 
vation to  our  God  which  sitteth  upon  the 
throne,  and  unto  the  Lamb. 
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And  all  the  angels  stood  round  about  the 
throne,  and  about  the  elders ;  and  fell  before 
the  throne  on  their  faces,  and  worshipped  God, 

Saying,  Amen:  Blessing,  and  glory,  and 
wisdom,  and  thanksgiving,  and  honour,  and 
power,  and  might,  be  unto  our  God  for  ever 
and  ever.     Amen. 

And  one  of  the  elders  answered,  saying 
unto  me,  What  are  these  which  are  arrayed  in 
white  robes?  and  whence  came  they? 

And  I  said  unto  him,  Sir,  thou  knowest. 
And  he  said  to  me,  These  are  they  which 
came  out  of  great  tribulation,  and  have  washed 
their  robes,  and  made  them  white  in  the  blood 
of  the  Lamb. 

Therefore  are  they  before  the  throne  of 
God,  and  serve  him  day  and  night  in  his  tem- 
ple: and  he  that  sitteth  on  the  throne  shall 
dwell  among  them. 

They  shall  hunger  no  more,  neither  thirst 
any  more ;  neither  shall  the  sun  light  on  them, 
nor  any  heat. 

For  the  Lamb  which  is  in  the  midst  of  the 
throne  shall  feed  them,  and  shall  lead  them 
unto  living  fountains  of  waters :  and  God  shall 
wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes, 
©2 
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And  there  shall  be  no  more  death,  neither 
sorrow,  nor  crying,  neither  shall  there  be  any 
more  pain :  for  the  former  things  are  passed 
away. 

In  Remembrance  of  our  Mortality  in  generah 

jl/TAN  that  is  born  of  a  woman  is  of  few 
days,  and  full  of  trouble. 

He  cometh  forth  like  a  flower,  and  is  cut 
down:  he  fleeth  also  as  a  shadow,  and  conti- 
nueth  not. 

His  days  are  determined,  the  number  of 
his  months  are  with  thee,  thou  hast  appointed 
his  bounds  that  he  cannot  pass ; 

Thou  prevailest  for  ever  against  him,  and 
he  passeth:  thou  changest  his  countenance, 
and  sendest  him  away. 

His  sons  come  to  honour,  and  he  knoweth 
it  not ;  and  they  are  brought  low,  but  he  per- 
ceiveth  it  not  of  them. 

As  the  cloud  is  consumed  and  vanisheth 
away:  so  he  that  goeth  down  to  the  grave 
shall  come  up  no  more. 

He  shall  return  no  more  to  his  house,  nei- 
ther shall  his  place  know  him  any  more. 
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I  have  said  to  corruption,  Thou  art  my 
father:  to  the  worm,  Thou  art  my  mother, 
and  my  sister. 

And  where  is  now  my  hope?  as  for  my 
hope,  who  shall  see  it? 

They  shall  go  down  to  the  bars  of  the  pit, 
when  our  rest  together  is  in  the  dust. 

There  the  wicked  cease  from  troubling; 
and  there  the  weary  be  at  rest. 

There  the  prisoners  rest  together  -r  they  hear 
not  the  voice  of  the  oppressor. 

The  small  and  great  are  there ;  and  the  ser- 
vant is  free  from  his  master. 

If  a  man  die,  shall  he  live  again?  all  the 
days  of  my  appointed  time  will  I  waitr  till  my 
change  come. 

For  I  know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth,  and 
that  he  shall  stand  at  the  latter  day  upon  the 
earth: 

And  though  after  my  skin  worms  destroy 
this  body,  yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God : 

Whom  I  shall  see  for  myself,  and  mine 
eyes  shall  behold,  and  not  another. 

"O  OAST  not  thyself  of  to-morrow;  for  thou 
knowest  not  what  a  day  may  bring  forth. 
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For  what  is  your  life?  It  is  even  a  vapour, 
that  appeareth  for  a  little  time,  and  then  va- 
nisheth  away. 

All  flesh  shall  perish  together,  and  man  shall 
turn  again  unto  dust. 

For  we  are  strangers  before  thee,  and  so- 
journers, as  were  all  our  fathers :  our  days  on 
the  earth  are  as  a  shadow,  and  there  is  none 
abiding. 

They  are  passed  away  as  the  swift  ships : 
as  the  eagle  that  hasteth  to  the  prey. 

One  dieth  in  his  full  strength,  being  wholly 
at  ease  and  quiet. 

i    And  another  dieth  in  the  bitterness  of  his 
soul,  and  never  eateth  with  pleasure. 

They  shall  lie  down  alike  in  the  dust,  and 
the  worms  shall  cover  them. 

Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die  in  the  Lord 
from  henceforth:  Yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  that 
they  may  rest  from  their  labours;  and  their 
works  do  follow  them. 

But  the  fearful,  and  unbelieving,  and  the 
abominable,  shall  have  their  part  in  the  lake 
which  burneth  with  fire  and  brimstone :  which 
is  the  second  death. 
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^JEEK  ye  the  Lord  while  he  may  be  found, 
call  ye  upon  him  while  he  is  near. 

Hear  ye,  and  give  ear;  be  not  proud:  for 
the  Lord  hath  spoken. 

Give  glory  to  the  Lord  your  God,  before 
he  cause  darkness,  and  before  your  feet  stum- 
ble upon  the  dark  mountains,  and  while  ye 
look  for  light,  he  turn  it  into  the  shadow  of 
death,  and  make  it  gross  darkness. 

For  man  also  knoweth  not  his  time :  as  the 
fishes  that  are  taken  in  an  evil  net,  and  as  the 
birds  that  are  caught  in  the  snare;  so  are  the 
sons  of  men  snared  in  an  evil  time,  when  it 
falleth  suddenly  upon  them. 

Whatsoever  thy  hand  findeth  to  do,  do  it 
with  thy  might;  for  there  is  no  work  nor  de- 
vice, nor  knowledge,  nor  wisdom,  in  the  grave, 
whither  thou  goest. 

Let  me  die  the  death  of  the  righteous,  and 
let  my  last  end  be  like  his. 

Thy  dead  men  shall  live,  together  with  my 
dead  body  shall  they  arise.  Awake  and  sing, 
ye  that  dwell  in  dust :  for  thy  dew  is  as  the 
dew  of  herbs^  and  the  earth  shall  cast  out  the 
dead 
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And  they  that  be  wise,  shall  shine  as  the 
brightness  of  the  firmament;  and  they  that 
turn  many  to  righteousness,  as  the  stars  for 
ever  and  ever. 

In  Time  of  Sickness* 

TS  there  not  an  appointed  time  to  man  upon 

earth  ?  are  not  his  days  also  like  the  days 
of  a  hireling? 

As  a  servant  earnestly  desireth  the  shadow, 
and  as  a  hireling  looketh  for  the  reward  of  his 
work: 

So  am  I  made  to  possess  months  of  vanity, 
and  wearisome  nights  are  appointed  to  me. 

When  I  lie  down,  I  say,  When  shall  I 
arise,  and  the  night  be  gone?  and  I  am  full  of 
iossings  to  and  frQ  until  the  dawning  of  the 
day. 

When  I  say,  My  bed  shall  comfort  me,  my 
couch  shall  ease  my  complaint; 

Then  thou  scarest  me  with  dreams,  and 
terrifiest  me  through  visions : 

Heal  me,  O  Lord,  and  I  shall  be  healed ; 
save  me,  and  I  shall  be  saved :  for  thou  art 
my  praise. 
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Though  he  slay  me,  yet  will  I  trust  in  him: 

Blessed  be  God,  even  the  Father  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Father  of  mercies,  and 
"the  God  of  all  comfort ;  who  comforteth  us  in 
all  our  tribulation. 

No  chastening  for  the  present  seemeth  to 
be  joyous,  but  grievous :  nevertheless,  after- 
ward it  yieldeth  the  peaceable  fruit  of  righte- 
ousness unto  them  which  are  exercised  there- 
by. 

For  which  cause  we  faint  not;  but  though 
our  outward  man  perish,  yet  the  inward  man 
is  renewed  day  by  day.

0  wretched  man  that  I  am!  who  shall  dc 
liver  me  from  the  body  of  this  death  ? 

1  thank  God,  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord. 

For  Christ  also  hath  once  suffered  for  sins7 
the  just  for  the  unjust,  that  he  might  bring  us 
to  God,  being  put  to  death  in  the  flesh,  but 
quickened  by  the  Spirit: 

Who  is  gone  into  heaven,  and  is  on  the 
right  hand  of  God;  angels,  and  authorities, 
and  powers  being  made  subject  unto  him. 

Wherefore  he  is  able  also  to  save  them  to 
die  uttermost  that  come  unto  God  by  him, 
seeing  he  ever  Jiveth  to  make  intercession  for 
them. 

For  we  have  not  a  high  priest  which  cannot 
be  touched  with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities: 
but  was  in  all  points  tempted  like  as  we  are, 
yet  without  sin.

TLlf  HO  hath  measured  the  waters  ill  the 
hollow  of  his  hand,  and  meted  out  hea- 
ven with  the  span,  and  comprehended  the  dust 
of  the  earth  in  a  measure,  and  weighed  the 
mountains  in  scales,  and  the  hills  in  a  balance? 

Who  hath  directed  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord, 
or,  being  his  counsellor,  hath  taught  him? 

With  whom  took  he  counsel,  and  who  in- 
structed him,  and  taught  him  in  the  path  o 
judgment,   and  taught  him  knowledge,  and 
showed  to  him  the  way  of  understanding ? 

Behold,  the  nations  are  as  a  drop  of  a  bucket, 
and  are  counted  as  the  small  dust  of  the  ba- 
lance :  behold,  he  taketh  up  the  isles  as  a  very 
little  thing. 

And  Lebanon  is  not  sufficient  to  burn,  nor 
the  beasts  thereof  sufficient  for  a  burnt-offering* 
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All  nations  before  him  are  as  nothing ;  and 
they  are  counted  to  him  less  than  nothing,  and 
vanity. 

Have  ye  not  known?  have  ye  not  heard? 
hath  it  not  been  told  you  from  the  beginning  ? 
have  ye  not  understood  from  the  foundations 
of  the  earth? 

It  is  he  that  sitteth  upon  the  circle  of  the 
earth,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  as  grass- 
hoppers ;  that  stretcheth  out  the  heavens  as  a 
curtain,  and  spreadeth  them  out  as  a  tent  to 
dwell  in : 

That  bringeth  the  princes  to  nothing;  he 
maketh  the  judges  of  the  earth  as  vanity. 

To  whom  then  will  ye  liken  me,  or  shall  I 
be  equal?  saith  the  Holy  One. 

Lift  up  your  eyes  on  high,  and  behold  who 
hath  created  these  things,  that  bringeth  out 
their  host  by  number :  he  calleth  them  all  by 
names,  by  the  greatness  of  his  might,  for  that 
he  is  strong  in  power;  not  one  faileth. 

Hast  thou  not  known  ?  hast  thou  not  heard,? 
that  the  everlasting  God,  the  Lord,  the  Crea- 
tor of  the  ends  of  the  earth,  fainteth  not,  nei- 
ther is  weary?  there  is  no  searching  of  his  un- 
derstanding. 
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He  giveth  power  to  the  faint ;  and  to  them 
that  have  no  might  he  increaseth  strength. 

Even  the  youths  shall  faint  and  be  weary, 
and  the  young  men  shall  utterly  fall : 

But  they  that  wait  upon  the  Lord  shall  re- 
new their  strength  ;  they  shall  mount  up  with 
wings  as  eagles ;  they  shall  run,  and  not  be 
weary;  and  they  shall  walk,  and  not  faint. 

For  the  Season  of  Advent* 

f^OMFORT  ye,  comfort  ye  my  people, 
saith  your  God. 

Speak  ye  comfortably  to  Jerusalem,  and  cry 
unto  her,  that  her  warfare  is  accomplished, 
that  her  iniquity  is  pardoned :  for  she  hath  re- 
ceived of  the  Lord's  hand  double  for  all  her 
sins. 

The  voice  of  him  that  crieth  in  the  wilder- 
ness, Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord,  make 
straight  in  the  desert  a  high  way  for  our 
God. 

Every  valley  shall  be  exalted,  and  every 
mountain  and  hill  shall  be  made  low :  and  the 
crooked  shall  be  made  straight,  and  the  rough 
places  plain  : 

q2 
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And  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  be  revealed, 
and  all  flesh  shall  see  it  together,  for  the  mouth 
of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it. 

The  voice  said,  Cry.  And  he  said,  What 
shall  I  cry?  All  flesh  is  grass,  and  all  the 
goodliness  thereof  is  as  the  flower  of  the  field : 

The  grass  withereth,  the  flower  fadeth :  be- 
cause the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  bloweth  upon  it : 
surely  the  people  is  grass. 

The  grass  withereth,  the  flower  fadeth :  but 
the  word  of  our  God  shall  stand  for  ever. 

O  Zion,  that  bringest  good  tidings,  get  thee 
up  into  the  high  mountain :  O  Jerusalem,  that 
bringest  good  tidings,  lift  up  thy  voice  with 
strength;  lift  it  up,  be  not  afraid;  say  unto 
the  cities  of  Judah,  Behold  your  God ! 

Behold,  the  Lord  God  will  come  with  strong 
hand,  and  his  arm  shall  rule  for  him :  behold, 
his  reward  is  with  him,  and  his  work  before 
him. 

He  shall  feed  his  flock  like  a  shepherd :  he 
shall  gather  the  lambs  with  his  arm,  and  carry 
them  in  his  bosom,  and  shall  gently  lead  those 
that  are  with  young. 
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TOEHOLD  my  servant,  whom  I  uphold? 
mine  elect,  in  whom  my  soul  delighteth ; 
I  have  put  my  Spirit  upon  him:  he  shall  bring 
forth  judgment  to  the  Gentiles. 

He  shall  not  cry,  nor  lift  up,  nor  cause  his 
voice  to  be  heard  in  the  street. 

A  bruised  reed  shall  he  not  break,  and  the 
smoking  flax  shall  he  not  quench:  he  shall 
bring  forth  judgment  unto  truth. 

He  shall  not  fail  nor  be  discouraged,  till  he 
have  set  judgment  in  the  earth:  and  the  isles 
shall  wait  for  his  law. 

Thus  saith  God  the  Lord,  he  that  created 
the  heavens,  and  stretched  diem  out ;  he  that 
spread  forth  the  earth,  and  that  which  cometh 
out  of  it ;  he  that  giveth  breath  unto  the  peo- 
ple upon  it,  and  spirit  to  them  that  walk 
therein : 

I  the  Lord  have  called  thee  in  righteousness, 
and  will  hold  thy  hand,  and  will  keep  thee, 
and  give  thee  for  a  covenant  of  the  people,  for 
a  light  of  the  Gentiles; 

To  open  the  blind  eyes,  to  bring  out  the 
prisoners  from  the  prison,  and  them  that  sit  in 
darkness  out  of  the  prison-house. 
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I  am  the  Lord:  that  is  my  name:  and  my 
glory  will  I  not  give  to  another,  neither  my 
praise  to  graven  images. 

Sing,  O  heavens;  and  be  joyful,  O  earth; 
and  break  forth  into  singing,  O  mountains: 
for  the  Lord  hath  comforted  his  people,  and 
will  have  mercy  upon  his  afflicted. 

But  Zion  said,  The  Lord  hath  forsaken  me, 
and  my  Lord  hath  forgotten  me. 

Can  a  woman  forget  her  sucking  child,  that 
she  should  not  have  compassion  on  the  son  of 
her  womb?  yea,  they  may  forget,  yet  will  I 
not  forget  thee. 

A  RISE,  shine;  for  thy  light  is  come,  and 
the  glory  of  the  Lord  is  risen  upon  thee. 

For  behold,  the  darkness  shall  cover  the 
earth,  and  gross  darkness  the  people  :  but  the 
Lord  shall  arise  upon  thee,  and  his  glory  shall 
be  seen  upon  thee. 

And  the  Gentiles  shall  come  to  thy  light, 
and  kings  to  the  brightness  of  thy  rising. 

Lift  up  thine  eyes  round  about,  and  see : 
all  they  gather  themselves  together,  they  come 
to  thee :  thy  sons  shall  come  from  far,  and  thy 
daughters  shall  be  nursed  at  thy  side. 
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Then  thou  shalt  sec,  and  flow  together,  and 
thine  heart  shall  fear,  and  be  enlarged ;  be- 
cause the  abundance  of  the  sea  shall  be  con- 
verted unto  thee,  the  forces  of  the  Gentiles 
shall  come  unto  thee. 

Violence  shall  no  more  be  heard  in  thy  land, 
wasting  nor  destruction  within  thy  borders ; 
but  thou  shalt  call  thy  walls  Salvation,  and  thy 
gates  Praise, 

The  sun  shall  be  no  more  thy  light  by  day : 
neither  for  brightness  shall  the  moon  give  light 
unto  thee :  but  the  Lord  shall  be  unto  thee  an 
everlasting  light,  and  thy  God  thy  glory. 

Thy  son  shall  no  more  go  down ;  neither 
shall  thy  moon  withdraw  itself:  for  the  Lord 
shall  be  thine  everlasting  light,  and  the  days 
of  thy  mourning  shall  be  ended. 

Thy  people  also  shall  be  all  righteous :  they 
shall  inherit  the  land  for  ever,  the  branch  of 
my  planting,  the  work  of  my  hands,  that  I 
may  be  glorified. 

A  little  one  shall  become  a  thousand,  and  a 
small  one  a  strong  nation :  I  the  Lord  will 
hasten  it  in  his  time. 


190    Selections  from  Scripture  in  general. 

f¥^HE  Spirit  of  the  Lord  God  is  upon  me; 
because  the  Lord  hath  anointed  me  to 
preach  good  tidings  unto  the  meek :  he  hath 
sent  me  to  bind  up  the  broken-hearted,  to 
proclaim  liberty  to  the  captives,  and  the  open- 
ing of  the  prison  to  them  that  are  bound ; 

To  proclaim  the  acceptable  year  of  the 
Lord,  and  the  day  of  vengeance  of  our  God ; 
to  comfort  all  that  mourn ; 

To  appoint  unto  them  that  mourn  in  Zion, 
to  give  unto  them  beauty  for  ashes,  the  oil  of 
joy  for  mourning,  the  garment  of  praise  for  the 
spirit  of  heaviness ;  that  they  might  be  called 
Trees  of  righteousness,  The  planting  of  the 
Lord,  that  he  might  be  glorified. 

Therefore  the  redeemed  of  the  Lord  shall 
return,  and  come  with  singing  unto  Zion;  and 
everlasting  joy  shall  be  upon  their  head;  they 
shall  obtain  gladness  and  joy  ;  and  sorrow  and 
mourning  shall  flee  away. 

I,  even  I,  am  he  that  comforteth  you  :  \\  ho 
art  thou,  that  thou  shouldest  be  afraid  of  a 
man  that  shall  die,  and  of  the  son  of  man 
which  shall  be  made  as  grass; 

And  forgettest  the  Lord  thy  Maker,  that 
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hath  stretched  forth  the  heavens,  and  laid  the 
foundations  of  the  earth ;  and  hast  feared  con- 
tinually every  day  because  of  the  fury  of  the 
oppressor,  as  if  he  were  ready  to  destroy?  and 
where  is  the  fury  of  the  oppressor  ? 

I  will  rejoice  in  Jerusalem,  and  joy  in  my 
people :  and  the  voice  of  weeping  shall  be  no 
more  heard  in  her,  nor  the  voice  of  crying. 

There  shall  be  no  more  thence  an  infant  of 
days,  nor  an  old  man  that  hath  not  filled  his 
days:  for  the  child  shall  die  an  hundred  years 
old :  but  the  sinner  being  an  hundred  years 
old  shall  be  accursed. 

And  they  shall  build  houses,  and  inhabit 
them  ;  and  they  shall  plant  vineyards,  and  eat 
the  fruit  of  them. 

They  shall  not  build,  and  another  inhabit ; 
they  shall  not  plant,  and  another  eat :  for  as  the 
days  of  a  tree  are  the  days  of  my  people,  and 
mine  elect  shall  long  enjoy  the  work  of  their 
hands. 

They  shall  not  labour  in  vain,  nor  bring 
forth  for  trouble ;  for  they  are  the  seed  of  the 
blessed  of  the  Lord,  and  their  offspring  with 
them. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  before  they 
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call,  I  will  answer;   and  while  they  are  yet 
speaking,  I  will  hear. 

The  wolf  and  the  lamb  shall  feed  together, 
and  the  lion  shall  eat  straw  like  the  bullock : 
and  dust  shall  be  the  serpent's  meat.  They 
shall  not  hurt  nor  destroy  in  all  my  holy  moun- 
tain, saith  the  Lord. 

TL^EAR  God,  and  keep  his  commandments: 
for  this  is  the  whole  duty  of  man. 

For  God  shall  bring  every  work  into  judg- 
ment, with  every  secret  thing,  whether  it  be 
good  or  whether  it  be  evil. 

The  Lord  will  take  vengeance  on  his  ad- 
versaries, and  he  reserveth  wrath  for  his  ene- 
mies. 

The  Lord  is  slow  to  anger,  and  great  in 
power,  and  will  not  at  all  acquit  the  wicked : 

But,  beloved,  be  not  ignorant  of  this  one 
thing,  that  one  day  is  with  the  Lord  as  a  thou- 
sand years,  and  a  thousand  years  as  one  day. 

The  Lord  is  not  slack  concerning  his  pro- 
mise, as  some  men  count  slackness;  but  is 
long-suffering  to  us- ward,  not  willing  that  any 
should  perish,  but  that  all  should  come  to  re- 
pentance. 
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But  the  day  of  the  Lord  will  come  as  a  thief 
in  the  night;  in  the  which  the  heavens  shall 
pass  away  with  a  great  noise,  and  the  elements 
shall  melt  with  fervent  heat,  the  earth  also, 
and  the  works  that  are  therein  shall  be  burned 
up. 

Seeing  then  that  all  these  things  shall  be 
dissolved,  what  manner  of  persons  ought  yc 
to  be  in  all  holy  conversation  and  godliness, 

Looking  for  and  hasting  unto  the  coming  of 
the  day  of  God,  wherein  the  heavens  being  on 
fire  shall  be  dissolved,  and  the  elements  shall 
melt  with  fervent  heat? 

Nevertheless  we,  according  to  his  promise, 
look  for  new  heavens  and  a  new  earth,  wherein 
dwelleth  righteousness. 

Wherefore,  beloved,  seeing  that  ye  look  for 
such  things,  be  diligent  that  ye  may  be  found 
qf  him  in  peace,  without  spot,  and  blameless, 

ND  I  saw  a  great  white  throne,  and  him 
that  sat  on  it,  from  whose  face  the  earth 
and  the  heaven  fled  away ;  and  there  was  found 
no  place  for  them. 

And  I  saw  the  dead,  small  and  great,  stand 
before  God ;  and  the  books  were  opened :  and 
R 
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another  book  was  opened,  which  is  the  book 
of  life :  and  the  dead  were  judged  out  of  those 
things  which  were  written  in  the  books,  ac- 
cording to  their  works,  j 

And  the  sea  gave  up  the  dead  which  were 
in  it;  and  death  and  hell  delivered  up  the  dead 
which  were  in  them:  and  they  were  judged 
every  man  according  to  their  works. 

And  the  kings  pf  the  earth,  and  the  great 
men,  and  the  rich  men,  and  the  chief  captains, 
and  the  mighty  men,  and  every  bond-man,  and 
every  free-man,  hid  themselves  in  the  dens 
and  in  the  rocks  of  the  mountains ; 

And  said  to  the  mountains  and  rocks,  Fall 
on  us,  and  hide  us  from  the  face  of  him  that 
sitteth  on  the  throne,  and  from  the  wrath  of 
the  Lamb : 

For  the  great  day  of  his  wrath  is  come ; 
and  who  shall  be  able  to  stand? 

And  whosoever  was  not  found  written  in 
the  book  of  life  was  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire. 

And  those  which  have  washed  their  robes, 
and  made  them  white  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb, 
are  before  the  throne  of  God,  and  serve  him 
day  and  night  in  his  temple. 

And  he  that  sitteth  on  the  throne  shall  dwell 
among-  them. 
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They  shall  hunger  no  more,  neither  thirst 
any  more,  neither  shall  the  sun  light  on  them, 
nor  any  heat. 

For  the  Lamb  which  is  in  the  midst  of  the 
throne  shall  feed  them,  and  shall  lead  them 
unto  living  fountains  of  waters :  and  God  shall 
wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes. 

For  Christmas  Day. 

T%/I*Y  soul  doth  magnify  the  Lord,  and  my 
spirit  hath  rejoiced  in  God  my  Saviour, 

For  he  that  is  mighty  hath  done  great 
things;  and  holy  is  his  name. 

And  his  mercy  is  on  them  that  fear  him, 
from  generation  to  generation. 

He  hath  showed  strength  with  his  arm;  he 
hath  scattered  the  proud  in  the  imagination  of 
their  hearts. 

He  hath  put  down  the  mighty  from  their 
seats,  and  exalted  them  of  low  degree.

He  hath  holpen  his  servant  Israel,  in  remem- 
brance of  his  mercy ; 

As  he  spake  to  our  fathers,  to  Abraham , 
and  to  his  seed,  for  ever. 
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For  unto  us  a  child  is  born,  unto  us  a  son 
is  given:  and  the  government  shall  be  upon 
his  shoulder:  and  his  name  shall  be  called 
Wonderful,  Counsellor,  The  Mighty  God, 
The  Everlasting  Father,  The  Prince  of  Peace. 

Of  the  increase  of  his  government  and 
peace  there  shall  be  no  end,  upon  the  throne 
of  David,  and  upon  his  kingdom,  to  order  it? 
and  to  establish  it  with  judgment  and  with 
justice  from  henceforth  even  for  ever, 

"O  LESSED  be  the  Lord  God  of  Israel ;  for 
^^  he  hath  visited  and  redeemed  his  people. 

And  hath  raised  up  a  horn  of  salvation  for 
us,  in  the  house  of  his  servant  David  : 

As  he  spake  by  the  mouth  of  his  holy  pro- 
phets, which  have  been  since  the  world  began : 

That  we  should  be  saved  from  our  enemies., 
and  from  the  hand  of  all  that  hate  us ; 

To  perform  the  mercy  promised  to  our  fa- 
thers, and  to  remember  his  holy  covenant ; 

The  oath  which  he  sware  to  our  father 
Abraham,

might  serve  him  without  fear, 
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In  holiness  and  righteousness  before  him  all 
the  days  of  our  life. 

And  thou,  child,  shalt  be  called  the  Prophet 
of  the  Highest,  for  thou  shalt  go  before  the 
face  of  the  Lord  to  prepare  his  ways ; 

To  give  knowledge  of  salvation  unto  his

whereby  the  day-spring  from  on  high  hath 
visited  us. 

To  give  light  to  them  that  sit  in  darkness 
and  in  the  shadow  of  death,  to  guide  our  feet 
into  the  way  of  peace. 

Lord,  now  lettest  thou  thy  servant  depart 
in  peace,  according  to  thy  word : 

For  mine  eyes  have  seen  thy  salvation, 

Which  thou  hast  prepared  before  the  face  of 
all  people : 

A  light  to  lighten  the  Gentiles,  and  the 
glory  of  thy  people  Israel. 

For  Good-Friday. 

"O  EHOLD,  my  servant  shall  deal  prudently, 
he  shall  be  exalted  and  extolled,  and  be 
very  high, 

r2 
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As  many  were  astonished  at  thee ;  his  vis- 
age was  so  marred  more  than  any  man,  and 
his  form  more  than  the  sons  of  men : 

Who  hath  believed  our  report?  and  to 
whom  is  the  arm  of  the  Lord  revealed? 

For  he  shall  grow  up  before  him  as  a  tender 
plant,  and  as  a  root  out  of  a  dry  ground :  he 
hath  no  form  nor  comeliness;  and  when  we 
shall  see  him,  there  is  no  beauty  that  we  should 
desire  him. 

He  is  despised  and  rejected  of  men;  a  man 
of  sorrows,  and  acquainted  with  grief:  and 
we  hid  as  it  were  our  faces  from  him ;  he  was 
despised,  and  we  esteemed  him  not. 

Surely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs,  and  carried 
our  sorrows :  yet  Ave  did  esteem  him  stricken, 
smitten  of  God,  and  afflicted. 

But  he  was  wounded  for  our  transgressions, 
he  was  bruised  for  our  iniquities ;  the  chastise- 
ment of  our  peace  was  upon  him ;  and  with 
his  stripes  we  are  healed. 

All  we  like  sheep  have  gone  astray;  we 
have  turned  every  one  to  his  own  way;  and 
the  Lord  hath  laid  on  him  the  iniquity  of  us 
all. 

He  was  oppressed,  and  he  was  afflicted, 
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yet  he  opened  not  his  mouth :  he  is  brought  as 
a  lamb  to  the  slaughter,  and  as  a  sheep  before 
her  shearers  is  dumb,  so  he  opened  not  his 
mouth. 

He  was  taken  from  prison  and  from  judg- 
ment: and  who  shall  declare  his  generation"? 
for  he  was  cut  off  out  of  the  land  of  the  living : 
for  the  transgression  of  my  people  was  he 
stricken. 

And  he  made  his  grave  with  the  wicked, 
and  with  the  rich  in  his  death;  because  he 
had  done  no  violence,  neither  was  any  deceit 
in  his  mouth. 

Yet  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  bruise  him ;  he 
hath  put  him  to  grief:  when  thou  shalt  make 
his  soul  an  offering  for  sin,  he  shall  see  his 
seed,  he  shall  prolong  his  days,  and  the  plea- 
sure of  the  Lord  shall  prosper  in  his  hand. 

He  shall  see  of  the  travail  of  his  soul,  and 
shall  be  satisfied  :  by  his  knowledge  shall  my 
righteous  servant  justify  many;  for  he  shall 
bear  their  iniquities. 

Therefore  will  I  divide  him  a  portion  with 
the  great,  and  he  shall  divide  the  spoil  with 
the  strong ;  because  he  hath  poured  out  his* 
soul  unto  death :  and  he  was  numbered  with 
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the  transgressors;  and  he  bare  the  sin  of  man}', 
and  made  intercession  for  the  transgressors. 

For  Easter-  Sunday. 

l^TOW  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and 
become  the  first-fruits  of  them  that  slept. 

For  if  we  believe  that  Jesus  died  and  rose 
again,  even  so  them  also  which  sleep  in  Jesus 
will  God  bring  with  him. 

For  the  Lord  himself  shall  descend  from 
heaven  with  a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the 
archangel,  and  with  the  trump  of  God :  and 
the  dead  in  Christ  shall  rise  first : 

Then  we  which  are  alive  and  remain  shall 
be  caught  up  together  with  them  in  the  clouds, 
to  meet  the  Lord  in  the  air :  and  so  shall  we 
t^ver  be  with  the  Lord. 

For  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  shall  change  our 
vile  body,  that  it  may  be  fashioned  like  unto 
his  glorious  body,  according  to  the  working 
whereby  he  is  able  even  to  subdue  all  things 
unto  himself. 

It  is  sown  in  corruption,  it  is  raised  in  in- 
corruption : 

It  is  sown  in  dishonour,  it  is  raised  in  glory : 
it  is  sown  in  weakness,  it  is  raised  in  power : 
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It  is  sown  a  natural  body,  it  is  raised  a  spi- 
ritual body. 

For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorrup- 
tion,  and  this  mortal  must  put  on  immortality. 

So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on 
incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on 
immortality,  then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the 
saying  that  is  written,  Death  is  swallowed  up 
in  victory. 

O  death,  where  is  thy  sting?  O  grave? 
where  is  thy  victory  ? 

The  sting  of  death  is  sin ;  and  the  strength 
of  sin  is  the  law. 

But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the 
victory,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye 
steadfast,  unmoveable,  always  abounding  in 
the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know 
that  your  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

And  behold,  I  come  quickly ;  and  my  re- 
ward'is  with  me,  to  give  every  man  according 
as  his  work  shall  be. 

Hold  that  fast  which  thou  hast,  that  no  man 
take  thy  crown. 

Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  which?  according  to  his  abundant 
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mercy,  hath  begotten  us  again  unto  a  live!) 
hope  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ  from 
the  dead, 

To  an  inheritance  incorruptible,  and  unde  - 
filed,  and  that  fadeth  not  away, 

For  Whitsunday, 

k  ND  when  the  day  of  Pentecost"  was  fully 
come,  they  were  all  with  one  accord  in 
one  place.
